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Citizen 

blasts 

budget

A Romulus post-graduate 
university student and city 
leaders exchanged jibes Mon- 
day night over the Romulus 
City Budget. 

Chuck Griffiths, who said he 
has been a 15-year Romulus 
resident, presented computer 
print outs in which he charged 
the city budget fund balance 
has dropped from $2.84 million 
in 1988 to a planned $47,219 in 
1995. 

He argued that a fund bal- 
ance should be at least 10 per- 
cent of the total budget or at 
least $1 million. “This fund 
balance offers no cushion dur- 
ing such changeable financial 
times,” he said. 

“A budget should be easy to 
obtain, easy to read, well- 
planned and make use of sta- 
tistics,” Griffith said. But 

claimed that the Romulus city- 
budget was “not easy to obtain, 
not easy to read, not strictly 
followed and was short on 
statistics.” 

Griffiths, who expects to be 
awarded his Masters degree in 
Public Administration by the 
University of Michigan this De- 
cember, claimed that at the 
current city fund balance ratio 
it will be $1.3 million in the red 
by the year 2000. 

Griffiths’ rapid fire charges 
apparently dismayed Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and the city 
council members. 

McAnally said Griffiths’ 
computer printouts were 
“grossly misleading” and 
stated Romulus city govern- 
ment has “operated on the pol 
icy for many years of not 
banking city residents’ money. 
We just collect enough taxes to 
pay the bills each year.” 

The mayor also charged, 
“The claim the budget is not 
strictly followed is baloney. 
You will have to prove that one 
to me.” 

McAnally told Griffith, “I’m 
happy with your degree and I 
know you want to be city man- 
ager here, but you need to be 
more accurate. We have won 
several prestigious awards for 
our budget efforts.” 

Griffith tried to interact 
with comments made by 
McAnally and council mem- 
bers, but Council pro tern 
Randy Gear, filling in for the 
missing Mayor pro tern Mary 
Banks, kept telling him, “You 
no longer have the floor.”

Mayor continues pitch 
for stadium in Romulus

“The game is not over on 
Romulus getting Tiger Sta- 
dium located within the city.” 
Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said at a political 
breakfast last Thursday, “be- 
cause Romulus has not yet 
been up to bat.” 

McAnally speaking before 
an audience of 150 at the Ro- 
mulus Marriott Hotel, said, 
“We will be meeting with the 
Hitch family next week. We 


still feel Tiger Stadium be- 
longs in Detroit, but if that is 
not possible we feel Romulus 
needs to be considered the 
first alternative next.” 

The mayor also stated that 
her administration had met 
with representatives from var- 
ious Michigan Indian tribes at 
their initiative and discussed 
the casino issue. 

McAnally said she formerly 
opposed any casinos in Ro- 
mulus, but has taken a “180 
degree turn” on the matter. 
“No one can show me that the

casino gambling and govern- 
ments need to come up with 
some alternative sources of 
revenues.” 

The mayor added, “I have 
come to believe that casinos 
are an economic not a moral 
issue. And now with casinos 
opening in a neighboring city 
in a foreign country (Windsor, 
Canada), we see it as a sober- 
ing issue as we must respond 
to the threat of potentially mil-

Boy, 5, is killed by van

A 5-year-old Romulus boy 
was killed when his Big- Wheel 
style bike shot into the street 
Saturday night, police said, 
and he was struck by a slowly- 
moving passing van. 

The victim, Kyle Witherow, 
son of Tom J. and Denise With- 
erow of the Huron State Park 
Subdivision, was given emer- 
gency aid by neighboring fire- 
fighters, Fire Marshall David 
Allison and Lt. Darrell Dufore, 
and then was rushed to An- 
napolis Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead at 6:10 
p.m., less than 20 minutes after 
the crash. 

According to traffic officer 
Rick Schwartz, one driver pas- 
sed the Witherow’s driveway 
only an instant before the acci- 
dent. The driver told police he 
“saw the boy come shooting 
out of the driveway” just after 
he passed by and “then saw 
the boy hit by a van” as he 
looked through his rear view

window. 

Schwartz said a parked ve- 
hicle blocked the driver’s view 


of path the boy on the cycle 
was taking. 

The 45-year-old woman 
driver of the van (a neighbor of 
the victim) backed up the van, 
Schwartz said, and the two 
neighboring firefighters began 
CPR work on the victim. 

Schwartz said the investiga- 
tion is continuing. 

The victim, who was bom in 
Garden City* also is survived 
by a brothel - , Ryan Thomas, 
age 7; grandparents, Edward F. 
and Ann Witherow of Ocean- 
side, Calif, and Jean L. Burke 
of Romulus, and great- grand- 
parents, Eleanor Witherow of 
Oceanside, Calif, and Mary 
Robinson iof Mount Pleasant, 
Penn. 

The funeral was at St. 
Aloysius Catholic Church with 
Father Michael Malawy offi- 
ciating. Arrangements were 
coordinated by the Crane Fu- 
neral Home. Burial was in Par- 
kview Cemetery of Livonia. 
Memorial gifts are being ac- 
cepted by the family. 


School board race heating up

The two challengers for the 
Romulus Community School 
Board seats in the June 13 
race, Julie A. Oleszkowicz and 
Judi Gondek, are stressing that 
the local school board needs to 
be “revitalized” and that citi- 
zen involvement is crucial to 
the success of the district in 
the year 2000. 

The two education activists 
are running as a team and feel 
the district finances, since the 
voter approval of Proposal A. 
school curriculum, parental 
involvement and the district 
accountability are among the 
key issues at stake in this 
election. 

Gondek, 37, has worked in 
the past with the school dis- 
trict as a para professional for 
one year and a lunch room 
aide for six years. She also has 
been active with the Barth Ele- 
mentary School Parent 
Teacher Council, Junior High 
Parent Organization and Dis- 
trict Technology Committee. 

"Due to the passing of Pro- 
posal A, we are once again fac- 
ing a deficit for this school 
year and will in all likelihood 
start the 1994-95 school year at 
a higher deficit,” Gondek said. 

“A plan needs to be in 
place, not just dollar signs 
floating on a piece of paper.” 
Gondek charged, “and options 
that otherwise may have been 



overlooked as too ‘meager’ 
should be examined as well as 
the impact cuts and layoffs will 
have on our children and their 
futures.” 

Gondek also said, “I have 
not noticed that there is any 
continuity’ in school curricu- 
lum, especially at the elemen- 
tary level. The district has 
goals and objectives, but I 
don’t feel they are being fol- 
lowed closely enough to see 
that they are being met.” 

Volunteer parental involve- 
ment has been a key to her 
family’s relationship. Gondek 
said, and other parents 
“should never feel they don’t 
have the right to go into their 


child’s school building.” 

“Volunteer work is hard, but 
is often rewarding,” she said. 

Gondek also urged parents 
to get out to the regular school 
board meetings on the second 
and fourth Mondays of the 
month. 

Gondek, wife of Richard W. 
Gondek, is the mother of two 
children. 

Her campaign partner, 
Oleszkowicz, 42, has been a 
substitute school secretary, 
Wayne County Area Director 
of the American Cancer Soci- 
ety and most recently was an 
account representative for

Congressman endorses aide 


At a Friday morning news 
conference at the Inkster Rec- 
reation Complex, Congress- 
man William Ford, ( D - 1 3 ) 
endorsed David Geiss, his for- 
mer aide, for the Democratic 
nomination to his congressio- 
nal seat. 

After 30 years in Congress, 
Ford will not seek re-election 
to his post in November. 

Ford left an education con- 
ference in Greenfield Village, 
which was a non political 
event, to announce what most 
party people had already 
guessed that the veteran con- 
gressman would endorse his 
long time associate for the 
post he was leaving. 

“This is the first time that 
he (Geiss) hasn’t written some- 
thing for me to say,” said Ford, 
who noted the similarities in 


background of he and his 
would-be successor - both are 
from similar family back 
grounds and lived in south- 
eastern Michigan most of their 
lives, starting their career in 
Taylor politics. “If you want 
change, don’t vote for David.” 

Ford said Geiss would have 
an advantage over several new 
representatives in Congress 
because of his long-time set- 
vice on Ford’s staff. 

“David hits the ground run 
ning. All of the senior mem 
bers of Congress already know 
him and have worked with him 
for years,” Ford said. 

Before making his decision 
to run for Congress, Geiss said 
he consulted with Ford on two 
issues - whether Ford felt that 
he was best qualified for the 
job and if he w'ould have the 


congressman’s endorsement. 

“Only when Congressman 
Bill Ford answered both in the 
affirmative, did I decide that I 
would seek election to the 
seat,” Giess said. 

“I’m proud that they choose 
Inkster to make this announce- 
ment,” said Gene Thompson, 
president of the Inkster Demo 
cratic Club. “Inkster is 95 per- 
cent Democratic, and we were 
proud to support Ford in the 
old 14th District and in the 
new 13th District. 

“When you look at the re- 
cord, you see that Ford got 
overwhelming support in Inks- 
ter in the last election, and to 
be successful this year, they se- 
lected the place where they 
have been successful in the 
past,” Thompson said.

The Wayne County Election 
Commission has released the 
contents of the Monday June 
13 Romulus School Board and 
Special Election ballot 

School Board trustee chal- 
lenger Judie Gondek has taken 
the number one position on 
the ballot 

Gondek is followed in order 
by incumbent Mary M. King, 
challenger Julie A. 
Oleszkowicz and incumbent 
Ed Wilkerson. The four school 
candidates are seeking two 
open seats on the school 
board. The four year terms 
will expire on June 30, 1998. 

On the same ballot is city 
Proposal A, also known as the 
Environmental Protection 
millage. 

The ballot language states 
“Proposed Amendment to Sec- 
tion 11.1 of the Romulus City 
Charter to change the taxation 
power of the city by increasing 
the total millage from 10 to 11 
mills for five years. 

One mill dedicated solely 
for environmental protection, 
then returned to 10 mills after 
five years.” 

The actual ballot question 
then reads “Shall Section 11.1 
of the Romulus City Charter be 
amended to increase the mill- 
age from 10 to 11 mills for five 
years, 1994 to 1998 inclusive, 
with one mill ($1 per $1,000) 
dedicated solely for Environ 
mental Protection?” 

The referendum requires a 
yes or no vote.

Dawn Detroyer, who will be 
a Romulus High School junior 
in September, has been named 
to replace graduating senior 
Jason Hudson, as the student 
representative to the city rec- 
reation commission. 

Recreation Director Brian 
Hitsky announced Detroyer’s 
selection in a recent letter to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally.

“It means a lot to India. 


More than 93 percent of the 
population has been vacci- 
nated now,” said Dr. Rao. “I 
know people who have had 
polio, but my two daughters, 12 
and 8, do not know victims of 
polio in their generation.”

Investigation into landfill fire continues 


to know what is happening at 
our facility and we will pro- 
vide the results of our investi- 
gation as soon as we have 
conclusive information,” said 
Fore. 

A waste sample was re- 
trieved from the barrel that 
was involved in the fire and 
additional testing confirmed 
that the waste was not reac- 
tive. Testing done on a new 
waste sample, provided by the 
generator, also failed to show 
reactivity, according to EQ. 

Operations were resumed 
Friday at the east side of the 
plant where the fire occurred, 
after repairs were made and 
an extensive structural anal- 
ysis and recertification pro- 
cess were completed. Plans 
were made to put the plant 
back in full operations by Mon 
day. 

Fire damage was confined 
to the front portion of the east 
bay where “characteristic” 
hazardous wastes are treated. 
The fire did not cause any 
structural damage, but it 
burned paint off walls, 
knocked out the overhead 
lighting system and burned the 
wiring that powers the inter- 
nal conveyors. An outer door 
was also slightly warped from 
the heat, a firm spokesman 
said. 

At approximately 12:05 a.ni., 
Van Buren Township firefigh- 
ters and police officers re- 
sponded to a fire which was

The investigation continues 
into the cause of the explosion 
that erupted at EQ-The Envi- 
ronmental Quality Company 
last Wednesday. 

“We are conducting our own 
investigation, along with those 
by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, the Department of 
Natural Resources and Van 
Buren Township,” said EQ 
Vice President Jerry Fore. 

“It is a complex situation, 
and the more we look into it, 
we find the answers are not 
getting any simpler,” Fore 
said. “We don’t want this type 
of incident to happen again. 

We can’t allow it to happen 
again.” 

Fore said there is no time 
limit on the investigation, but 
he expects some answers to 
surface in two weeks. 

“We are working hard in 
this investigation, and expect 
answers in a couple of weeks,” 
the vice president said 

“Safety and full regulatory 
compliance are our top priori- 
ties,” said Fore. “We are work 
ing with the waste generator 
and the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (MDNR) 
to determine exactly how the 
waste was characterized, an- 
alyzed and managed. It still 
isn’t clear why this happened, 
but we are gathering all of the 
facts and will take whatever 
steps necessary to prevent it ignited by a magnesium waste 
from happening again. substance at the hazardous 

“The community has a right waste landfill, formerly known 


as Envotech, and remained on 
the scene for some eight hours. 

The scene was cordoned off 
and the Western Wayne Haz- 
ardous Incident Response 
team was notified. 

According to the Van Buren 
Public Safety Department, the 
fire started when a worker at 
the treatment plan was open 
ing a 55-gallon drum contain- 
ing a magnesium alloy. The 
magnesium ignited, causing a 
small explosion and fire. 
Workers attempted to extin 
guish the fire with sand, but 
the fire has already spread to 
other chemicals. The workers 
evacuated the area with no in- 
juries. 

Van Buren Police officers, 
assisted by the Michigan State 
Police, Wayne County Sheriff, 
Wayne County Airport police, 
Washtenaw County Sheriff, 
and police from Belleville, Ro- 
mulus and Canton Township, 
closed the 1-94 service drives 
on both sides of the freeway 
between Belleville and 
Rawsonville roads as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

“We had 28 firefighters from 
Van Buren Township plus 20 
from the Western Wayne Haz- 
ardous Incident Response 
team,” said Fire Chief A1 
Smolen. “We didn’t clear the 
scene until 8:10 a.m., about 
eight hours from when we re- 
sponded. In the first hour and 


one half we had the majority 
of the fire out. The remainder 
of the time was spent mopping 
up the hot spots, sampling the 
air and monitoring the smoke 
pattern. 

“Our main goal is to protect 
the residents and rescuers. We 
closed I- 94 to be sure that peo- 
ple would not be contaminated 
as they drove by,” Smolen said. 
“We monitored the air at Har- 
bour Club Apartments, across 
the freeway, and when the 
wind shifted in its direction we 
encouraged people to stay in- 
doors and keep their windows 
closed.” 

The fire chief said the ex 
plosion and fire, which pro- 
duced a “significant event,’ 
did not affect the subdivision 
adjacent to the landfill be 
cause of the wind direction. 

“Thank God for the mutual 
aid. They did a fantastic job. 
and we received a lot of coop 
el ation,” said Van Buren Pub- 
lic Safety Director Mark 
Perkins. “Now, we are investi- 
gating the incident along with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Department of 
Natural Resources.” 

Perkins said his next step 
would be to re-assess and eval 
uate the response from his de- 
partment and to review all of 
the procedures involved in the 
operation.

One at a time 

Last week, an interested resident phoned to inquire 
about our plans for the handling of the upcoming Wayne- 
Westland school board race. 

Our answer, I’m afraid, provided her with little satisfac- 
tion, and did us no credit. But our lack of interest, concern 
and public involvement, we were surprised to discover, is 
a genuine and accurate reflection - f the attitude of the 
public regarding this elected group. 

We believe that area parents have had enough of the 
divisive politics, special interests and private agendas evi- 
denced by this board. Recently when one candidate 
dropped out, announcing her support for another woman 
seeking office, she claimed that the alignment of factions 
on the board is clearly evident. When asked about any 
such alignment, each group cited the voting record as 
proof that the other side was, in fact, guilty, but they were 
independent, innocent and only had the good of the dis- 
trict and the students in mind. 

We don’t think so. 

We admire the frankness and candid remarks of Rich- 
ard LeBlanc, a board member who recently addressed the 
issue at a public meeting, chastising his fellow board 
members for their conduct and reminding them that par- 
ents and families are leaving the area and the district, 
moving to other areas, based on the performance of the 
schools and the lack of response to their children’s educa- 
tional needs. 

These are, overall, good people. They were elected by 
people who placed their confidence and their trust in 
them. But they cannot seem to get along, to act profes- 
sionally and to disagree in an adult and productive man- 
ner. 

This simply isn’t working-as evidenced by the lack of 
interest in the school board election by the public. This 
board and the previous trustees have bickered, battled 
and beaten the reputation of this district into shambles. 
Parents are too discouraged to take any campaign prom- 
ises seriously. Voters simply do not believe that anything 
will change. They have, unfortunately, given up. 

Not long ago, voters went to the polls and chose to re- 
place nearly every incumbent on the school board, to no 
avail. The petty politics and personal, hidden agendas are 
still there, poisoning the ability of this body to make policy 
and provide an effective education to area youngsters. 

So, when we seemed disinterested, it is because we are, 
like most of the area residents, discouraged, disillusioned 
and dismayed. We’ve replaced them, chastised them and 
offered them our advice and counsel. And still, they con- 
tinue to render themselves ineffective. 

Will this election change them? Will one new person- 
ality on this board provide what is needed? 

Not when what is needed is a total realignment of prior- 
ities and attitudes. Not when animosities and personal 
agendas run as deep as those on this board apparently do. 

And not until the confidence of the community can be 
restored and the effective management of a school district 
wrestle the parochial interests and private prejudices of 
the present members into submission. 

Or perhaps, not until each of the present board mem- 
bers has been replaced... one by one. 

Hey - you called us 

Recently, we learned that several part-time police offi- 
cers in Van Buren Township had complained that remarks 
made to a reporter regarding their working conditions 
appeared in the newspaper. 

They further implied that the reporter had sought them 
out and coerced the remarks from them. 

That is not the truth of the situation. The remarks were 
made, in context, by those who were accurately quoted 
after they sought out the ear and publicity the news editor 
could offer. 

She did her job, quoted them accurately, and sent the 
story to press. 

And now, they have received exactly what they wished 
for-the glaring light of publicity has illuminated their con- 
cerns and their comments. 

Perhaps they are finding it a bit too hot for them.

City management 
of funds 
questioned 

To the editor: 

As a long-time Romulus res- 
ident and professionally- 
trained public administrator, I 
think it’s about time I chimed 
in about just where the City of 
Romulus is headed. I have 
read the city’s 1993 year-end fi- 
nancial reports and the new 
budget. I’ve talked with citi- 
zens and I’ve watched council 
meetings. To say I am very con 
cerned is an understatement. 
Our property values and the 
quality of our lives are in peril. 
This trend can, and must, be 
stopped. 

The citizens of Romulus 
have a right to know that our 
city is in trouble. The root of 
the problem is the complete 
lack of planning for the coming 
property tax changes. At a 
time when the city should be 
spending cautiously, it is dip- 
ping into our savings to cover 
current shortfalls. What’s left 
after the city has “dipped” is 
completely inadequate. Ro- 
mulus is facing a horrible 
crash if we don’t do something 
now. 

The rapidly evaporating 
fund balance is planned by the 
city to be less than $42,000 in 
1995 (one-half of 1 percent 
(.005) of the budget). At the An 
nual Michigan Public Manage- 
ment Institute, a professional 
conference for administrators 
and academics today in Lans- 
ing. a municipal accountant 
from Plante & Moran accoun- 
ting firm said a fund balance 
of less than 10 percent (.1) of 
the budget (even more in small 
communities, like Romulus) is 
very risky. 

Romulus should have at 
least a $1.2 million fund bal- 
ance or a good reason why it 
doesn’t. It has neither. Who 
knew about these standards 


and how the city is ignoring 
them? With economic uncer- 
tainty and tax changes taking 
effect, a comfortable balance 
of at least 15 percent (.15 or- . 
$1.65 million)) of the total bud- 
get would be well advised,” 
don’t you agree? For compari- 
son, Westland, with nearly five 
times the population of Ro-. 
mulus, is sitting on a fund bal- 
ance of about 42 percent of its • 
budget. Westland is well pre- 
pared for the uncertainty new ■ 
tax changes will create. 

For the second straight 
year, the 1994 1995 budget was 
“supplemented”, this time by 
$880,000 (8 percent of the total 
$11 million budget) from our 
fund balance. The planned 
July 1, 1995 fund balance of 
$42,000 will not be able to 
make up the significant por- 
tion of city resources in 
1995-1996 as it does in the 
1994 1995 budget. 

The city raided our fund 
balance for $880,000 BEFORE 
the tax changes. Does that sit 
right with you?

In the coming years, the city 
will be faced with inillage and 
assessment caps that will keep 
increases in income under the 
rate of inflation, all the while 
expenses will increase beyond 
the rate of inflation. The gap 
between incoming and outgo 
ing is going to widen. 

The city should be cautious- 
until we can be more certain of 
the effect of all the new tax 
changes. Wouldn’t you agree 
that this would be practical? 

Administration, I find it dif- 
ficult to understand how it all. 
came to pass and more diffi-; 
cult to understand why no one 
is talking about it. Ignoring the 
problem won’t make it go 
away. Doesn’t the fact that we 
will have a completely insuffi- 
cient fund balance going into 
the most uncertain time of tax 
change in Michigan history 
bother you? It scares rne to 
death. 

As citizens, we have the, 
right to see documentation, at 
tend City Council sessions, and 
make our informed choices at 
the ballot box. It’s our town 
folks, we own it: lock, stock, 
and barrel, tf the people we’ve 
elected to city office fail to act 
in our best interest, we have to 
let them know. If they fail to 
listen, we have to let them go.

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Vve loved. I've laughed and cried. I've had my fill, my share of losing. And now the tears subside. I find it dll so amusing 
to think-I did all that. And, may 1 say, not in a shy way, oh no, oh no not me, I did it my way. 

Most of us have heard the famous words of old blue eyes Frank Sinatra, but Wilson Harrell, author/speaker/ 
business consultant, has taken the meaning one step further. 

Harrell has created a pathway of inspiration with the song for thousands of entrepreneurs who have taken the 
risks and become business leaders in a tough economy which has had many ups and downs.

While the common denominators among corporate giants 
today are “cutback.” “down sizing,” and “restructuring,” the entrepreneurs of America have been growing by 
leaps and bounds. 

“As long as job creators are being ignored, and we don't understand the significance of this group of people, we 
will have a recession," Harrell said. 

Setbacks and obstacles which could make or break a business don’t appear to affect the growth of the 
entrepreneur, according to Harrell.

Snubbed columnist cries ‘foul’ after exclusion from meetina

Following the brouhaha 
about whether Detroit News 
columnist Pete Waldmeir 
would be included in the 
Wayne County Community Col- 
lege (WCCC) Presidential 
Search Committee, the news- 
paper initiated legal action to 
open the meetings to the pub- 
lic. 

According to WCCC Trustee 
Ted Scott, who heads the com- 
mittee. ‘‘nothing improper 
happened, and there was no 
intention of impropriety.” 

Apparently, the columnist, 
who is a long-time critic of the 
college, was nominated to the 
committee, but never officially 
placed on it.

The 
board did not delegate author 
ity to the committee to inter- 
view of make final 
determination on who would 
be candidates for the position. 

“The charge to the commit- 
tee is to recommend 10 fully 
qualified candidates to the 
board of trustees.

Cruising in high style

They’re called Texas Cad- 
illacs down south. Up here in 
Michigan the GMC Suburban 
is called unavailable and for 
good reason: No competiton 
means a waiting list at the 
dealer. 

The 1994 version of the clas 
sic nine passenger utility vehi 
cle maintains its workhorse 
reputation, but with a trimmer 
waistline and tighter buns, 
plus an interior and handling 
package rivaling its Cadillac 
brethren. 

As late as the 1980s, Subur- 
ban featured a boxy chassis 
with pillared rear doors that 
hindered vision and speed 
loading. Revised in 1992, Sub 
urban today boasts an aerody- 
namic shell on a Sierra 
platform with a single tinted 


window for easier access Jo 
145.9 cubic feet of cargo space, 
or 47.5 cubic feet with rear 
seats fastened down. Plus 
parking drills are a breeze. 

Standard power features 
the Chevy 350 (5.7L) with 
plenty of towing capacity, or 
the optional big-block 454 cu. 
in. (7.4L) gasoline powered V 8 
for hauling road condomin- 
iums and freight liners. The 
$30,297 Quicksilver Suburban 
we tested was plenty capable 
with the 5.7L 2 WD package. 
You might want something 
right in the middle for power 
and mileage: The surprisingly 
agile 6.5L (395-cubic-inch) 
turbo diesel offers added juice 
if you don’t mind diesel 
knocking. 

Also standard is the ultra- 
smooth Hydra-matic 4L60-E 
transmission with the fourth 
gear overdrive for added mile- 


age and road comfort. Fully 
independent coil spring front 
suspension on the 2WD ver- 
sion and the independent 
front suspension with added 
torsion bars on the 4WD Sub 
urbanprovide a ride not found 
just a couple of years ago. 
High speed control would 
seem like an obvious problem 
on the 8,500 pound vehicle, es- 
pecially on tough backroads, 
but Surburban plowed along 
in fine fashion (almost like de- 
signers knew what they were 
doing. Almost.) 

Cupholders need to be 
wider for larger road con- 
tainers and the GM stereo 
sounded slightly tinny, but 
overall Suburban, with added 
door beam security and exte- 
rior refinements, deserves its 
Texas Cadillac waiting list rep- 
utation as the ultimate family 
and touring vehicle. Bar none.

Inkster man faces 
trial for assault 

A Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court judge decided May 
20 that there is enough evidence for 
a jury trial involving an Inkster man 
who is suspected of allegedly sexu- 
ally assaulting a 16-year-old West- 
land girl near the railroad tracks in 
Wayne May 22, 1993. 

A Nov. 2 jury trial has been 
scheduled for Freddie D. Triplett, 
30. He was arraigned in an out 
county court in March, and a $50,000 
cash bond was set, according to 
Wayne Police Lt. Mel Drews. 

Triplett is charged with two 
counts of assault with intent to mur- 
der and first-degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct, according to Drews. 

“The victim was beaten very 
badly, left to die,” Drews said. 

The incident occurred near 
Swanson Street and Merriman 
Road at approximately 9 p.m., ac- 
cording to Drews. The teenager was 
visiting her grandmother that day. 

If Triplett is found guilty of as- 
sault with intent to murder and 
first-degree criminal sexual con- 
duct, he could receive up to life in 
prison. 

Sentencing set 
for Westland man 

A Westland man charged with fe- 
lonious assault was found guilty 
May 23 before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court Judge Mic- 
hael Sapala. 

Joseph Wiper, 18, was involved in 
an assault incident in the Farmer 
Jack parking lot in Wayne 2 a.m. 
March 18. He was allegedly assisted 
by Westland resident Frank D. Bell 
who received two years probation 
May 6 on charges of felonious as- 
sault and carrying a concealed 
weapon. 

A June 21 sentencing has been 
set for Wiper before Sapala. The in- 
cident was gang related, according 
to Wayne Police Lt. Mel Drews. 

“The victim and his friends were 
in the grocery store shopping when 
an argument took place,” Drews 
said. “The argument continued out- 
side, and at that point, a gun was 
pulled on the victim. No injuries oc- 
curred.” 

Both defendants were arraigned 
March 19, and a $2,500 cash bond 
was set for each.

Inkster police said on Thursday that they will 
seek a warrant charging a 58-year-old resident 
with leaving the scene of an injury accident, after 
the suspect plowed his vehicle into a group of 
children playing on a sidewalk. 

Police refused to identity the suspect until he 
is formally charged. They expect that a warrant 
will be issued later this week, according to Det. 
Lee Crump, of the Inkster Police Department. 

Injured in the accident were: Almonzo Brown, 
11, who resides in the 29000 block of Hazelwood; 
Leonard Wyne, Leonard Wyne, 13, also of Hazel- 
wood and David Tabb, 13. 

One child left the scene with his parents before 
police arrived at the scene. His parents took him 
to an area hospital for treatment of cuts and 
bruises. 

Two other children, playing in the group, also 
narrowly missed being struck by the vehicle, ac- 
cording to witnesses.

One of the victims, Brown, was rushed to An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne where he was treated 
for a back injury and lacerations. According to a 
hospital spokesperson, Brown was treated and 
released the same day. 

Wyne’s father who rushed to the accident 
scene told police that his son didn’t need medical 
attention. 

Police said that the driver of the vehicle left 
the street around 6:30 p.m. and drove over the 
curb on the southeast corner of Hazelwood and 
Western streets where the children were gath- 
ered on their bikes. A witness said that after the 
driver struck the group of children he glanced 


back but then continued to drive away from the 
scene. 

A witness standing on a nearby porch leaped 
into his vehicle and gave pursuit. He followed the 
suspect to the Beech Daly and Penn Street area 
where he managed to jot down the suspect’s li- 
cense number. 

The witnesses gave the information to police. 

“This guy must have been out of his mind. He 
almost killed someone,” the witness said. “All he 
did was turn around and look at those kids and 
smile.” 

According to a police report, the suspect ad- 
mitted he had been drinking. He also said that he 
was surprised when they told him that he had run 
down some children. 

“We have presented the prosecutor’s office all 
of the information that we have gathered from the 
investigation,” said Crump. “We’re waiting to see 
what they are going to charge this guy with.” 

Leaving the scene of an injury accident is a 
felony that is punishable by 10 years in prison 
upon conviction. 


Angel needed 

Woman fights to 

keep her home

Mary Danielian is wondering where her 
guardian angel is. 

Fate, she believes, is dealing her some low 
blows, and she is desperately in hepd of help or 
she may lose her house. 

The 73-year-old Inkster woman, who is caring 
for her three diabetic brothers in their modest 
house on Areola Street, was notified by the city 
through an eviction order that her house has 
been sold because of delinquent taxes and that 
she and her brothers must vacate the premises. 

When Danielian complained to the city and 
the lawmakers that she had, indeed, paid her 
taxes, they went behind closed doors with their 
attorney, Milt Spokojny, and returned to inform 
her that the eviction would stand. 

“I do not know what I am going to do,” said 
Danielian, who has lived in the Inkster house 
for more than three decades. “I am a 73-year- 
woman who is caring for sick brothers. Where 
am I to go? What are they going to do? We want 
to stay here.” 

Danielian is caring for her brothers, Albert, 
70, Anthony, 69, and Howard, 67, who have dia- 
betes in the home located at 378 Areola. 

Danielian was widowed in 1984 when her 
husband, John, a World War II veteran, died. 
She said her problems apparently began in that 
year. According to city records, property taxes 
were not paid in 1984 and in the subsequent 
years of 1985 and 1986. 

Danielian said as soon as she was informed 
her taxes were delinquent, she went to the city 
to pay them. However, she discovered that the 
city wouldn’t accept the taxes because they 
were delinquent and that she had to pay them 
at Wayne County. 

She said that she did. In the meantime, the 
city received the land through the state and 
placed the parcel of land up for sale, which was 
purchased. Through Kenneth Boyer, director of 
Human Resources Development Corporation, 
an agency which helps seniors who find them-

Romulus man receives prison sentence for murder

A Romulus man will spend the next 25 to 50 
years of his life in prison as punishment for the 
killing of a Wayne resident. 

William Mario Johnson, 25, was found guilty of 
second-degree murder in the death of Marvin 
Steiner. Detroit Wayne County Recorder’s Court 
Judge Thomas Jackson sentenced Johnson to the 
lengthy prison term on May 23. 

Mr. Steiner’s body was found wrapped in a mat- 
tress on Belle Isle Sept. 4. He was clothed, but 
had no identification, according to Wayne police 
Lt. Mel Drews. 

’ This incident occurred approximately in the 
mid-morning hours of Sept. 3," Drews said. “Mr. 
Steiner was strangled in his own home in Wayne. 
He was then transported to Belle Isle and left 
there without any identification.” 


A missing persons report was filed in Wayne 
after police received information about a body 
being found on Belle Isle. Drews said police were 
able to identify the victim when his brother 
called to report him missing. 

Johnson was arraigned Sept. 12 in an out 
county court. Drews said the defendant is a habit- 
ual criminal. During the Sept. 22 examination be- 
fore ‘29th District Court Judge Carolyn Archbold, 
prosecuting attorney Charles Sellers informed 
Archbold that Robert Vass found the corpse. 

Sellers also stated that a dentist was able to 
match teeth marks found on the defendant to the 
dead man. He read part of the police interroga- 
tion of the defendant conducted Sept. 19. 1993 by 
Wayne police Sgt. Chris Johnson at the Wayne 
Police Department. 

“1 was behind him and had him in a headlock.” 


Sellers read. “I wrapped a fan cord two times 
around his neck. I saw his head turning blue. I 
unwrapped it right away.” 

From the statement. Sellers informed Arch- 
bold that an argument allegedly occurred outside 
the Steiner home in Wayne. When the victim went 
inside his house, Johnson followed, according to 
the statement. 

Wayne Police Chief John Colligan praised the 
expedient efforts of his investigative department. 

“This was one of the most rough and thorough 
investigations we have ever had,” Colligan said. 
“It was done in a very expedient manner due to 
the superb efforts of Sgt Chris Johnson, Sgt. Ro- 
bert McIntyre and Lt. Mel Drews.”

Start saving when you’re

All these - and more - are 
words to the wise from Uncle 
Bob, the host of a nationally 
syndicated radio program and 
author of Hardcastle’s Money 
Talk. 

The author, Robert B. Hard 
castle, a graduate of Southern 
Illinois University, began his 
career in the investment field 
in 1964. He is currently a finan- 
cial planner, president of his 
own company, host of a popu- 
lar radio program, Money Talk, 
and the author of a new book 
on money management. 

“For a long time, people 
have been asking me to write a 
book, and they said they 
wanted a book that was fun to 
ready,” Hardcastle said. “Most 
people have books with finan- 
cial advice on their book- 
shelves, but they don’t read 
them, because they’re so dull. 
By putting the advice in a story 
form, I think the book is fun to 
read as well as being helpful 
and providing good, sound 
advice.” 

In his book, Hardcastle dis- 
penses his financial wisdom in 
a palatable form in his role as 
Uncle Bob dealing with family 


members - Dan and Denise 
Debt, Scott Youth, Wilma 
Widow, Benjamin Bigtimer 
and Larry Lost. Obviously, with 
a family such as this, the ser- 
vices of Uncle Bob are always 
on call. 

“It’s never too early for 
young people to start saving.” 
said Hardcastle, who recom- 
mends that youngsters mow 
lawns, perform clean-up 
chores or other work to earn 
money, and then system- 
atically set some aside or the 

“Kids can invest their 
money in mutual funds. Some 
mutual fund investments are 
as little as $50 a month, which 
is certainly attainable with a 
part-time job,” Hardcastle 
said. “Once they see their 
money growing, it becomes 
like a game. They can check 
the newspapers to see how 
their funds are performing.” 

Hardcastle noted that many 
banks discourage small ac- 
counts because of their mini- 
mum required balances and 
service charges, but some 
banks have special accounts 
for youngsters. 

“Shop around at the local 
banks, and you’ll find one 
where your child can open a 
small account,” Hardcastle 
said. 

One of the biggest traps 
leading to financial problems 
is the proliferation of credit 


cards, according to the author. 

Just as he told Dan and De- 
nise Debt, “overspending on 
credit cards can lead to finan- 
cial disaster.” 

Every one knows someone 
like Dan and Denise Debt - 
their credit cards maxed out, 
unable to resist purchasing 
anything they desire and little 
more than one pay check away 


from bankruptcy. 

Hardcastle sees society as 
being “brainwashed” by adver- 
tisements that tell us that we 
can have it all - just by using a 
piece of plastic. 

“People want instant grati- 
fication. Young couples want 
to have everything that their 
mothers and dads have, and 
they want it right away,” Hard- 



castle said. 

In his book, Uncle Bob 
guides the couple away from 
new expenditures and sug- 
gests ways to pay off their 
debts, including selling many 
of their “toys.” 

The item in their budget, 
however, the Debts were urged 
to keep. 

Uncle Bob advises people to 
keep their health insurance. A 
disaster, which could plunge 
them into bankruptcy, could

The new lot was created be- 
cause the existing 96-space 
short term lot, just past the 
Smith Terminal frequently 
fills up, particularly at peak 
times. 

Airport Director Robert

man in death of 86-year-old man

A local man could spend 
many years in the state peni- 
tentiary if found guilty of the 
two felony counts against him. 

Thomas William Skudlarek 
was bond over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court by Judge 
Charles Bokos of the 18th Dis- 
trict Court for operating a mo- 
tor vehicle under the 
influence of liquor (third of- 
fense) and leaving the scene of 
an injur> r accident during the 
morning hours of March 11. 

The prosecuting attorney 
subpoenaed eight witnesses to 
establish a premise that an ac- 
cident occurred in the area of 
Wayne and Hunter Roads at 
8:45 a. m., and the intoxicated 
driver left the accident scene. 
The victim died as a result of 


the collision. 

According to a 19-year-old 
witness, a maroon and gray 
van attempted to brake before 
striking the light-colored 
Tempo in the area of the gas 
tank, but to no avail. 

“The car was turning into 
the parking lot of Big Boy’s 
Restaurant,” said the waitress. 
“After I heard the crash, I star- 
ted heading toward the car be- 
cause the old man looked 
hurt.” 

As the girl proceeded to- 
ward the injured driver, later 
identified as 86-year-old Stan- 
ley Pitera, the van fled west on 
Hunter street, turning left at 
the first stop sign, she testified. 
She remained with the man 
until Westland authorities ar- 
rived on the scene, she stated. 

Local rescue personnel 
transported Pitera to Garden 


City Hospital for head and leg 
injuries while police officers 
searched for the driver of the 
van. A trail of radiator fluid 
led authorities to a residence 
on Comanche Street. 

Officers located a van 
matching the description of 
the vehicle in question parked 
in the driveway of the resi- 
dence, half-way up the drive- 
way parked in front of another 
van. 

“I could see a large van from 
the street,” said officer 
Thomas Hisong, “and I later 
saw front-end damage on the 
vehicle.” 

As the prosecuting attorney 
and Westland Police Depart- 
ment worked to build a case 
against Skudlarek, doctors 
worked to decrease the swell- 
ing around Pitera’s brain. The 
man died March 15. 
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selves in the same situation 
that Dani?lian is in today.

"Mi's. Danielian's situation 
is not unique,” said attorney 
David Scott. "We have seniors, 
who for one reason or other do 
not respond to the letters they 
get from their cities and find 
themselves in very precarious 
situations when it comes to 
paying their taxes.

“We have made this emer- 
gency request for them (the 
justices) to render their deci- 
sion,” Scott continued. “What 
the appeals court may do is to 
return this thing back to the 
Circuit or the 22nd District 
Court. 

"Obviously, we feel that an 
injustice has been committed 
and that Mrs. Danielian and 
her brothers have made an 
honest attempt to pay their 
taxes. They should not be pe- 
nalized because they are se- 


niors.” 

Danielian’s friends and 
neighbors have rallied around 
her and offered support. 

“It’s very sad when you see 
people like Mary and her 
brothers forced out of their 
home because of a misunder- 
standing,” said Margaret Cal- 
lebs, a longtime friend of the 
Danielians. “This should not 
have gotten this far.” 

Spokojny said that the city 
received the (Danielian) prop- 
erty from the state because of 
delinquent taxes. 

“We got the property be- 
cause of back taxes,” Spokojny 
said. “The city’s hands are 
clean.

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Arraignment set on assault 
of local girl in limousine

A 42-year-old Plymouth man 
could be facing 15 years im- 
prisonment if convicted of 
charges of coercing a 17-year- 
old girl into sexual activity in 
the back of a limousine, police 
said. 

According to girl’s mother, 
she investigated several com- 
panies prior to renting a lim- 
ousine for her daughter and 
friends from a local limousine 
service owned by the accused, 
Robert Jules Frates. The wo- 
man was especially impressed 
with the company ban on alco- 
hol to minors during rented 
• time, she said. 

The contract indicated a 
provision that the girl be home 
at 2:30 a.m., so when 3 a.m. ar- 
rived and her daughter had 
not appeared, the mother said 
she called Frates who prom- 
ised to have the girl home 
within the hour. 

When the mother went out 
to meet the vehicle at the curb 
nearly two hours later, she was 
surprised the find the owner of

the company in the back seat 
with her half-clothed daugh- 
ter, reeking of alcohol and 
marijuana, she told police. 

The woman explained to the 
officer she instructed her 
daughter to leave the vehicle 
and then began shouting at 
Frates, who instructed the 
chauffeur to drive off. The car 
pulled away before the girl 
could retrieve her belongings 
from the back seat, the mother 
said. 

The girl entered the house 
and lost consciousness in her 
bedroom while the mother 
contacted Canton Township 
Police. When police officers 
woke the girl 20 minutes later, 
she told them she and her 
friends had gone to a club in 
Detroit. The driver began 


i 

dropping friends off directly 
after leaving the dance club, 
she said, leaving her last. 

After dropping off the last 
friend in Novi at 3:30 a.m., the 
girl said Frates got into the 
back with her, put up the mid- 
dle partition and began kissing 
her. 

Police are currently investi- 
gating the allegation that 
Frates supplied the girl with 
alcohol. It is possible the girl’s 
friends, all over 21, bought the 
liquor, police said. 

Local police radioed sur- 
rounding communities, asking 
that the limousine be stopped 
on sight. Plymouth police lo- 
cated the vehicle minutes 
later, identified both the 
driver and owner, and re- 
trieved the girl’s belongings 
from the back seat. 

Frates was released from 
custody following his arraign- 
ment earlier this month and 
posting of a $5,000 personal 
bond. He will appear in De- 
troit Recorder’s Court to be ar- 
raigned on the information 
June 10. 


Romulus man receives 


probation for tax evasion

A retired Romulus 34th Dis- 
trict Court administrator, who 
recently pleaded guilty to one 
count of state tax evasion, was 
sentenced to two years proba- 
tion May 20 by Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Dalton A. 
Roberson. 

Charles E. Walls, who was 
34th District Court administra- 
tor from 1969 to 1987, also 
agreed to make restitution of 
the $11,000 in state taxes he 
failed to pay in 1987 as well as 
pay interest and fines in the 
case. 

Walls could have been fined 
$5,000 and been imprisoned 


for five years. 

The arrest of the court ad- 
ministrator followed an inten- 
sive audit of 34th District 
Court and criminal investiga- 
tion by the State Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. 

Attorney General Frank J. 
Kelley reported last month 
that Walls was apparently per- 
forming bookkeeping services 
for the court while employed 
as a court administrator, and 
he failed to report the income 
on his Michigan income tax re- 
turns. 

Walls’ successor, Nancy 
Schuette, also was arrested by 
Kelley’s agents following the 
audit and criminal investiga- 
tion. She was charged with 


three counts of embezzlement 
that resulted in the shortage of 
$270,000 in court funds, Kelley 
said. 

Schuette is facing a June 20 
hearing on the charges before 
29th District Court Judge Car- 
olyn Archbold in Wayne.

“The David Copperfields of Mu- 
sic” is the term Mike Brown likes to 
describe his disc-jockey operation, 
the Gold Tones.

“When you love what you do and 
believe in your product, long hours 
are no big deal,” Bonnie added.

Other advantages of fabric aw- 
nings include the quiet they provide 
compared to other awnings when it 
rains, and fabric awnings are easier 
to take down in the winter months 
and then reinstall for the summer.

Mondays 
through Saturday and from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m. Sunday.

Wayne-Westland schools are 
reaching out to area residents in 
search of a better future. 

“We offer over 21 different tech- 
nical training courses to students 
seeking entry-level or higher posi- 
tion in their field of training," said 
Rick Hamerick, assistant principal 
at William D. Ford Technical Cen- 
ter.
